attached sub-articles, but tbe gov- 
ernment vigourouriy fought for 
and woo its ratification. . 

Amman Deputy RJdiri Kawar, 
a journafist hiinself, questioned 
tbe appUcsbfiity of the arcide. “I 


do not know exactly what the 
ethics of the profession are,” be 
said. “There is no list describing 
such ethics.” 

He said that objectivity, 
accuracy and honesty — whi^ 
the article also requires of jour- 
oalists — are vague words and 
have no definitions. He argued 
that such vagneness would create 
a loop-hole vriiieh future govern- 
ments can use to persecute jour- 
nalists. 

Minister of Information 
Mahmoud Sharif countered tiiat 
Article 10, together witii Artide 
9, already aptyoved by tbe diam- 
bCT, form a “diait of honor,” 
because the Jordan ^«ss Ass^ 
dation law does not indude such 
refe re nc e .

Kuwaiti minister urges

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NICOSIA (R) — Kuwait’s in- 
terior minister, highlighting 
shakenp in regional lo^ties trig- 
gered by Iraq's 1990 invasion of 
emirate, caOed during a visit 
to Tehran closer ties between 
Iran and hs Gulf nei^bours. 

Sheikh Ahmad Harnoud A1 Ja- 
ber A1 Sabah,, quoted by Iran's 
IRNA news agency on Sunday, 
said all obstacles to cordial ties 
between the two near neighbours 
should be removed. 

**Presently, the existence of a 
common enemy requires that a 
more solid and doser relation be 
established between the two 
countries,'’ be told Iranians In- 
terior Minister Abdollah Nouri 
on Saturday. "We hope that all 
the regional states, in cot^ra- 
tion with you, will have cordial 
and solid relations.” 

Kuwait and Iran's other Gulf 
neighbours, fearing the spread of 
the 1979 Iraian felamic revtrfu- 
tion, supported Inui daring its

Iran remaiiied “neutral** dur- 
ing the seven-month Iraqi 
occupation of Kuwait and while a 
U.S.-led multinational coalition 
ejected Iraqi troc^ from the 
emirate in January and February 
last year. 

Mr. Nouri, quoted by IRNA, 
aad Iran had been cast in tiie role 
of the regional vilUm by its ene- 
‘mies.

that Iran is looking after nothing 
but cordial relations with the 
re^onal countries and defending 
ri^ts of the regional states,** 
be added.

The CDD said that water tank- 
ers had to be brou^ in from the 
armed forces, the Public Security 
Dqiaitinent, the Amman Muni- 
dpality and the Water Antiiority 
of Jordan in order to help exting- 
msh the fixe.

ADC calls on Arabs to 
adopt unified stand 
ahead of next bilaterais

AMMAN — Tbe American Arab 
And Discrimination Committee 
(ADC) Sunday demanded that 
Arab countries adopt a unified 
and prindpled stand under ail

At a press couferenoe held at 
the Amman Regency Hotel, 
ADC 'Vice Prerident Wafoa Nas- 
er c^ed on all Arabs to under- 
take a general mobilisation effort 
to ccKifront the 2onist enemy in 
the American arena. 

“We must invade the American 
arena with a united Arab force' 
and with (me voice if we want to 
a(^eve positive results,” Mr. 
Naser said. 

Referring to the work of the 
ADC in the United States, Mr. 
Naser said that the or^nisation 
came nsfo being to support the 
Ar^ CTuses and iii tfi6'^>^'year, 
launched a campaign agsui^ the 
American administration's plans 
to grant Israel tbe loan guaran- 
tees it required, noting tbe 


loans would have their adverse 
consequences on the Arab-Israeli 
peace process. 

“We cannot imagine a peace 
treaty with Israel today only to 
see floods of Jewish immigrants 
invading the occupied Arab re- 
gion tbe next day,” added Mr. 
Naser. •

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Justifiable calls 

PALESTINIAN calk to postpone the Aug. 24 roimd of 
Arab- Israeli talks until the Americans clarify the terms 
under vdudi U.S. Pre^dent GetNTge Basil has screed to 
grant Israel the $10 billion loan guarantees are indeed 
understandaUe if not totaify JnstiBable. As much' as flie 
Bnsb administration seeks a political trhim^ in the Middle 
East to advance Resident Bi^*s prospects for reelectioo in 
November with the help and cooperation of the Arab side, 
the Arab parties to the peace tallK likewise are entitied to a 
quid pro quo firom Washington by huds ti ng that they not be 
sold short in any deal with Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin. This is not to surest *ha* flie Palestinians or any 
other Arab party for that matter have no vested interest in 
promoting peace with the Israelis through the resotutuni of 
the entire Arab-Isradi conflict on die basis i n ternational 
l^itimacy. In fact tiie Arab ride has been diam^oning the 
cause of peace in the r^on for many years but consistently 
rebuffed Iqr previous Isradi govenunenls, eqiedally the 
LOcnd-led coalition of former Iffadi Prime IMBnister Yitriiak 
Shamir. It most be undmstood thoi^ tiiat the Arab parties 
can never accept peace at any fnice. That is why tfao« is 
every legitimate reason to sedt not <mly clarifications firom 
.Washington on the conditions under which the loan 
gnarantees were granted to Iri^ bat also assnranoes tfm* 
American money wfll not be used to eiqiand Jewirii 
settiements in the occupied territories. If for example there 
is a U.S. endorsement of the kraeii request to link the 
ending oi the Israeli s^ement programmes in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip with the emfingof the Arab economic 
boycott against the Jeirish state then the Palestinians and 
the other Arab countries have every reason to be concerned 
because the former is iDegal per se and the other is common 
featnre of a state of war in which we still five in this part of 
the world. And if the Isradi iwtmoDncenients about halting 
tiieir colonisatHMi campaign m the ocaqned terr i to ri es are 
notfaii^ but a pnblk rdations gjmnnck, tiien the Arab ride 
too has a good, cause for anzi^ and sceptidsm. -like 
Palestinian spokeswoman Hanan Ashrawi has affirm ed 
repeatedly in the wake of the ann nmicgment that Bosh and 
Rabin had struck a deal on the loan guarantee issue daring 
tilidr summit last wedt, the I^lestinian ride wonU have no 
qnalms about granting the loan guarantees provided the 
deal was predica t ed on total, but not sdective, freeze tff tiie 
Israeli houring projects on soil. Both Jordan and Syria 

are sympatb^ witii the Palestinian concern mid they 
themselves have demanded clarifications abont the terms 
the U.S.-Israd deal evra tboii^ the two countries have tiins 
far refrained from linking tiieir partidpatimi in the next 
ronnd of peace talks to tiie rece^ of U.S. assurances. The 
fact of the matter remains that the Arab rejection any 
distinction between ^‘politicd” and “security” settiements 
is pnqier and correct. What is at stake here is Ak ftatnre 
the West Bank and Gaza wfakfa will be sealed in Israd’s 
fhvonr if such distinction is not rejected ontr^t, eqieciaOy 
if the so-called seenrify fortresses that Israd sed£s to- 
maintain will be a permanent feature on Arab lands, it k 
bad enoogh that the Arabs are not demanding roBing back 
tbe Israeli settlement programme since 1967 in accordance 
vnth the rdevant U.N. Seenrify Connefl resointions that 
term settlements filial. To make any acWtional concessions 
to the Isradk on thk issue woold therefore make a modtery 
of the entire peace exercise. With tiik in nwnH^ tbe Arabs 
cannot afford to deliver their cooperation witii Washh^ton 
on a silver platter. They most seek reasonable gnaranta^ 
that they are not being sold cheap by their American fi’iends 
to the Isradk. 


ARABIC PRESS COMMENTARIES 


THE CURRENT militaiy exercises in Kuwait and tbe Golf 
wateis can only be interpreted as an intentional escalation of 
tension preparing the atmosphere for yet another aggression on 
Iraq, said Sawt A1 Shaab daDy. The paper said that the exercises, 
coupled with constant American tfarmtts against Baghdad and 
continued propaganda campaigns waged by Israel, Egypt, tiie 
U.S. and the Gulf states are tantamount to beating tbe dnnns of 
war on Iraq. It is a mystery why the Arabs should facrid oa to 
foreign powers, opening the Arab countries doors for neo- 
colonialiCT that can loot Arab wealth and deprive tiie Arab 
region of staUlity and peace, wondered tiie paper. It said that tiie 
lessons learnt frim the Gnlf war were so pamfol that one can only 
think it is almost impossible for the pe^les of this region to 
endure yet another aggresrion. If the beating of the drums of war 
continues in the comii^ days, then the area is bound to witness 
yet another conflagration that can bring about further sufleiings 
and more destruction to tbe Arab people, the paper continoed. It 
said that the war on Iraq can not pre^^t tiie fire from extentkng 
towards tbe Gulf states and the interests of the western powers 
iriiich are leading tbe campaign on Iraq. Jordan, said the paper, 
has called in the past for mufing tiie crisis by peaxfu! means and 
tiirough coordination among Arab r^mes a^ it is again «lHng 
for reason and for more efforts to end the new crisis mtii^ 
bloodshed. 

A COLUMNIST in Al-Ra*i daily said that Jordan ooriit to deal 
with otiier Arab coontries in the same manner tiiat tiiey deal mtfa 
tbe Kingdom and should ban all newspapers and other periodicals 
from ceping into the country. We, in Jordan, are patirat pec^Ie 
and believe deeply in democracy and free eiqiressiott, but we can 
not help seeing Jordanian papm and magazines confiscated or 
banned from entry into the Gulf states and Egypt while papers 
from these countries are allowed to enter Jordan, said Tareq 
Masarweh. The writer said that we are tcrierant and democratic 
and would like to deal with all countries in a frienefly manner, but 
we do not like to be clastified as naive or cowards, unable to pay 
others in kind, said tbe writer. A Jordanian woman, he was 
banned entry into one of the Gulf states amply because she was 
holding a Jordaraan newspaper. 


Palestine and America’s imperial imperative

The collapse of the Soviet Union 
has already had a profound im- 
pact on the contemporary world 
order. In tnm, the regionaii 
orders are undergoing important 
re structii ig, perhaps no more dra- 
matically than tbe MkicQe East. 
Uns evolving new Kfiddle East 
worid as never before, recon- 
firmed Ameocan power and in- 
fiuenee in the region and ener- 
gised the Butii administration to 
restart the peace process anew — 
a process that stands a chance, for 
tbe first time in nearly a 
century, to resolve, politically, 
the Priestine question and the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. 

Over the last 20 years, tbe 
Middle East has been e:q>erienc- 
ing an especially nqnd rate of 
integration into the world capital- 
ist markets and has emne to play 
an increasingly important role not 
only in tbe domestic economies of 
Western pqwm but also in rda- 
ticMi to tiieir intensifying rivalry. 
The Middle East, especially 
Sand] AraUa, has the largest 
known reserves of oil, the most 
important strategic and most 
traded commodity in tiie world. 
Middle East cnl-exportuig coun- 
tries collectively, and Saudi Ara- 
bia individually, have the capac- 
ity to strongly influence oO prices 
and tbos the economic conrfltion 
of the industrial powers. 

As significantly, oil exporting 
countries, especiaUy of tiie Arar 
Man Peiunsnla, have ftiienomenal 
petro-doUar surpluses deployed 
in Western financial markets and 
have tbe potential to accumulate 
more surpluses in tbe f u t ur e. In 
other words, the oil exporting 
states of tbe Arabian Peninsula 
may reemerge by tiie 21 st century 
as powers even more 

intimately tied to tbe highly inte- 
grated ^obal capital markets. 
Such potential is important for 
the competing imperial powers. 

The 1980s have brought about 
signific^t economic dumges. For 
‘one thing, the U.S. emmged as 
tbe larg^ debtor nation in tbe 
world after having been the 
largest creditor since World War 
n. the implications of this 
are arguable, the following is 
q^e clear: The U.S. is no longer 
tiie overwhelming hegemonic 
power winch can sin^-handedly 
structure and set the parameters 
of tbe world political and econo- 
mic Older. Thus, the 1980s have 
given way to a multi-polar econo- 
mic worid. 

Control of worid oO 

For an American advantage 
over other rivals Middle Eastern 
oil is crudaJ. Indeed, one can 
make a strong argument that cen- 
tral to American global hege- 
mony after World War n, and I 
believe now, is control of world 
ml, whidi ultimately explains tte 
strategic and tactical underjMn- 
ning; of American poli^ towards 
tbe region: oppo si t i on to tiie 
Soviet presence, enmity to A^ 
nationalist repmes and to Palesti- 
nian nationalism, tiie strat^c 
aiiiBTiee with Isiael, early suppo r t 
for political Islam (before IS^), 
the Golf war ^gainst Iraq, current 
enmity to nnlitant klam and ^ 
c ur re n t leadership in and mono- 
polisation of the pace process 
for solving tbe Palestine question 
and tbe andlary Arab-Israeli 
conflict. But it shonld be dear 
that the sttoccnral conditioas for 
American interest in resolving 
tbe Pakstine qn^on the 
Arab-kraeli conflict are secon- 
dary to and latgefy a reflection of 
hs vested interest in tbe indus- 
try, tbe security of dependent 
cal-eac p orting states and krad. 

American pditical and i^tary 
control of tbe r^fon is its gnaran- 
tee to the econouric control of tiie 
area and hs strategic resource: 


ml. Hence, in the wake of tbe 
cold war it k in the American 
•national interest to control tiie 
Nfiddle East ^ thns inqierative 
to resolve destabpidng conflicts 
sodi as the Palestine question. It 
is also in its interest to efiminate 
ariti-American regimes (Saddam, 
Qhadafi), to blunt militont klam 
and to secure peninsular tribal 
monarchies. T& is America’s 
imperial imperative. Thus, 
whefoer Mr. Bnsb or Mr. Qinton 
wins tiie American elections, the 
impeia^ of a political resolu- 
tion of foe Palestine question will 
have to be puraaed. The issue for 
Palestinian n^otiators, foe FLO 
and the Palestinian p^k in 
general is not the American im- 
perative for resolving the Pales- 
tine question bnt ra&r the oon- 
(Mons — global, regional and 
domestic — under wtudi the im- 
perative wfll be porsned and foe 
terms or parameters of tbe resul- 
tant solution. 

Since the Golf crisis, the U.S. 
has taken the global initiative: Its 
emergent Western rivals and fbt^ 
mer enemy (tiie Sovkt Union) 
were manoeuvred to suppo rt it. 
The Arab states have lost all 
political and economic leverage 
against foe U.S. (compare the 
current atuation to the 1970s). 
Indeed, most Arab states are 
dependent either politically/nnli- 
ta^y (eg the ofl eiqportmg states) 
or economically (eg Egypt) on 
tbe U.S. As important, tiie Arab 
bourgeoisie (new and old)' are 
anxkms for peace or pcfotical 
stability in the re^on and tiios 
welcome the American efibrt in 
the peace proc^. No less depen- 
dat on America for solving its 
own economic, immigrant 
absorption and pc^tical dilaninas 
(especially the mtifoda) is Israel, 
'llins, tbe U.S., because of hs 
own “national interest” and tbe 
internatkmal strat^ic situation; 
has emerged as the only power 
iKoker in the peace proo». 

Tbe new political (environmait 

But the U.S. is onabk to man- 
age this process in a controlled 
environment. Its gove rnm ent is 
oonstrained by international, re- 
gional and domestic forces, press- 
ures wfuch condition the charac- 
ter of the peace process and tbe 
nature of its outcome. Contrary 
to Western politicians, tiie de- 
mise of communism amd the dis- 
inte^tion of the Soviet Union 
have not been accompianied by an 
ejqiansioD or growth of c^xtalism 
and liberal sodo-polhic^ rela- 
tions. On the conttaiy, Western 
economics are fragfle, their ns- 
erof^oyment rates relatively higb 
and lismg, tiiefr inner cities dis^ 
testing, tiieir societies polar-’ 
ising. 

Nowhere are the dilemmas of 
Western caphalirtn more sharply 
expnssed than in foe United 
States. The long recession and 
foe process of ddadastrialkation 
combed to hurt the weli-bemg 
of tbe American middk dass, 
generating wMeqnead frustration 
and political (fisaffection not onfy 
with tiie political leaderfoip but 
aJro with tiie pcflitical system h- 
setf. A new mood hostik to fore- 
ign aid and foreign involvement 
& emerged in association with 
“s^ve y^aerica’s problems first” 
populiCT. 

It is tbe dianged view of the" 
Palestinian peo^e doe to the 
intifada (and not tbe poUtiddng 
of tihe FLO), Israd’s negative 
image under Lfloid, its dedhie as 
a strategic asset with the end of 
the cold war, and the diffioilt 
ecDDomic ritnation in tiie U.S. 
that are behind tbe denial of 
Israel’s request for a SlObn loan 
gDatantee by the Bnsb adminis- 
tration. 

The pre ssur e to come to tiie 


Madrid conference, tbe denial of 
the loan guarantees and the ver- 
bal oppositioD to krael’s settle 
ments campaira are in rndkation 
of tiie diai^ea political dimate in 
tiie U.S. in rektim to the **$pe- 
dal” U.S.-krael relationship. 
Hie diallenge of Secretary of 
States Baker to foe ino-Israd 
lobby in tbe U.S. in May 1989 
that **tiie idea of greater Israel 
must be abandoned’ and that of 
Preddent Bush's criticism of that 
lobby in Sqnember 1991 (when 
he aimoupced his intention to 
postpone consideration of the 
loan guaratees) are unpre-' 
cedented over the last 30 years. 

Sod a new political environ- 
ment is bound to have a dired 
impact on U.S. hfiddk East poli- 
ey. However, lest tiie reader con- 
dude too quickly that the 
duomed situatkm now favours 
^ raestinian peopk, it should 
be dear foe Bnfo administra- 
tion s t ru ctured the Arab-Israeli 
D^otiatioos, starting with the 
Madrid co nfe r e nce to accommo- 
date Israel’s podtion to the efis- 
advrmti^ of tbe Palestinians. 
Ibk position, whidi is well- 
known to the Palestinians and tbe 
Arab World, includes acceptance 
of no U.N. resdutions exo^ 242 
and 338, no U.N. rote except 
observer status, no rok for or 
negotiations with tiie PLO, no 
recognition of or n^otiation witii 
diaspora Palestinians, no reco^u- 
tioa ^ Palestinian rights to 
detennination and no indepen- 
dent Palestinian state. Peace 
n^otiatioDS are to be over an 
interim agreemeht on limited 
autonomy only for Palestinians 
under occupation. 

The confotion s — equally of 
tbe cold war and of radical Arab 
nationalism — vfoidi created tbe 
strong U.S. -Israeli strategic 
alliance have changed. Both have 
disaf^ieared. And the regional 
dtiiation whidi sustained that 
alliance has ako diang^ The 
key developments are the intifada 
and its potentially destabilidng 
effects on Israel and on tbe Ard> 
'states simounding historic Pales- 
tine, and the rise of political 
klam, a movement which 
adopt^ the old ideological liber- 
ationist platform of Ar 0 
nationalisin and thus tiireatens to 
delegjtiiiiise and dcstalffise tbe 
pro-American (ril regimes of tiie 
Pemnsoia, Egypt and otiier Arab 
states. - 

. -Additionally, . the U.S. -k"in- •• 
terested in snstaining, at leasts 
regioiialiy, the Golf war alliance 
v^ch le^timtses and consoli- 
dates its influence in tbe n^ion. 
These changes have altered both 
foe global regkmal balance of 
power and decreased significantly 
the rok of Israel as a stra:^c 
asset While the-Reagan adminis- 
tration embraced Lftaid’s Israd 
and hs goals as and parcel of 
its anti-coaumimst crosade and 
export of connter-revolotion 
(both Israel and Saudi Arabia 
were strategic assets in this for 
the U.S.), foe Bush adminktra- 
tion has distanced itself from 
hardline cokmialist Israel 
manoeuvred to pnt Ldionr l»dc 
in power. 

It should be dear from foe 
above tiiat foe popular Arab view, 
that tbe pro-krael lobby in ^ 
U.S. and its allies (foe fon- 
damemalist Protestants, indnd- 
ing the bom-a^in Christians, the 
doctrinaire anti-communists and 
“cold warriors,” tbe neo-con- 
servatives, etc) have not cqjtnred 
or hijad:^ American 
East poli^. U.S. policy on tiw 
Nfiddie Ea^, as on otiier regions 
of foe worid, k determined the 
American imperial imperative 
and k made the fbrdgn poli^ 

establishment based on its con- 
ception of America’s national 


gno-strategic, ideolo^cal and 
flconftprif* interests. These have 
dianged in the wake of the cold, 
war, and that k why the Bush 
adminktration dashed with a re- 
jectionkt braeL In tins d ash , tbe 
administration easSy'defeated tiie 
vaunted Zionist lobby. 

Now the Bush administratUm 
has achieved foe desired dian^ 
in die kiaeli gwen u nent. It k 
ako reaching out and rebuOdnig 
hs s u pport widun the orgaiused 
Jewish coflununify. The U.S.- 
Israeli ailianoe win indeed remain 
in place but wfll frmetion more on 
terms defined Ify tiie U.S. hseif 
and with somewhat weaker 
dCTnestic constraints. The con- 
’ tinnity of die alliance k based on 
the extensive and mutually be- 
neficial stmetore of tedmolo^ 
al, intelligenoe, military, indnst- 
rid and pcifltied interests in the 
region and ekewbere and the. 
siqipoit of American Jews, tiie 
pro-krael loUiy and hs allies. 

The differences between tbe 
presidential protagonists on hfid- 
dle East policy w^ I believe, be 
nuanced but not dramatic. 
Whi^ever emerges after the 
November elections will still be 
subject to Israeli manipnlation, 
especially because of foe deqi 
wellsfuing of pro-Israel sentiment 
m ciffl^ ancl unofficial America. 
Hik k eqiecially true now as the 
albatross of the ngfy, intransi- 
gent, rejectionkt, rqnessive and 
human-rights-viokting Israel (of 
Mr. Shainh- and Likud) has bea 
replaced by a more co sm etic, 
cooperative, chaste and forth- 
commg velvet glove on an iron 
fist, krad (of Mr. Rabin and 
Labour). 

Tbe P ak st inkn s’ nmneiit of 
troth 

Neither die U.S. nor the Israeli 
^government of Mr. Rabin lecog- 
*nke Palestinian national rights. 
Resolution of the Palestine qnes- 
tiem m tite form ()f truncated focal 
autonomy in the occupied terri- 
tories k now tfleefy to fruttaer tte 
renewed U.S.-Israeli alliance, 
especkUy in the face of Arab 
ao|tdescence and/or collabora- 
tion. The U.S. will use its Arab 
levers^ to pressure tiie Paterti- 
nians into accepting solutions far 
short of their aspirations. - 

Thus the Palestinian delegation 
shonld expect massive Am^ican, 
Arab and Israeli (and probabfy 
European’^abd Rnssum) {Uessnie 
to concede moire Palestinian . 
r^bts at tiie peace talks in order 
to bring abont a quick soluticMi. A 
rqxwt in the N^ York Times 
quotes a senior Burii admimrtra- 
tion official as saying that the 
Arabs “have been shtmg around 
for the past year and a half 
watiJiing tbe spectade of die 
Burii adnunistratfon fi^t until 
kraeL It was a great show, bnt it 
k over now and tbeir moment of 
trnth k coming.” 

However, the imperial Amer- 
ican imperative in the dian^ng 
^obal shuatfon prescribes a basic 
policy: Control of tbe Kfiddk 
.East politically and economically. 
Thk can be accomplkfaed ondy by 
resoMng the most outsttmdtng 
problems — the Palest con- 
flict, eliminatfop of the r^pnes of 
Iraq and Lil^ and control of die 
klamic political thnst. 

Indeed, the U.S. and the new 
Israeli governme n t now believe 
tiiat the solution of ti» Palestine 
question k not only more mgent 
but also easier than the cSier 
problems as tbe Palestinians are 
the weaker party and a solution 
can be adneved at tbeir expense. 
Further, they Jbelieve that a soln- 
tkm, even an interim one, of.^ 
forever squander a historic 
oppqrtunify to r^ain a more jnst 
political rraolution to tbe Pales- 
tine qnestfoa.

Environment may tip scales 
in 1992 U.S. election

WASHINGTON — The eimron- 
ment k trailing otiier issues in tins 
year’s U.S. pr^enda! election, 
but it could well tip the scales in a 
dose race. 

• “Jobs and health care top the 
list,” says Democratic pollster

per cent of Americans view foe 
environment as a pikuify, and in 
an election that k a significant 
nombtf. 

Midiael Deknd, head of the 
White House Council on En- 
vironmental Qualify, sees ecolo- 
gy as a key issue, wifo its import- 
ance growing the econmny 
peks up as expec ted . 

“dewy, a large percent^ of 
Americans are concerned about 
tiie environmmit,” he said, noting 
that some 70 per cent of U.S. 
dtizens dahned to be environ- 
mentally oonsdoos. 

How that concern will translate 
into votes k undear, but both 
ecology and business groups say 
the choise between Democrat Bin 
Qinton and President George, 


Bosh won’t be eaw. 

They say Mr. (^ton has a 
poor track record as governor of 
Arkansas but has made environ- 
mental protection a piioiify by 
naming as his nmmng Ten- 
nessee Senator Al Gore, vdio 
wrote a best-selling book on foe 
environment thk year.

TAIPH (R) — Taiwan's fbrein 
currency reserves, the largest m 
die woild, snxged to a recora high 
of S86.6 blUira at the end of 
June, die central bank said at the 
wedt^. 

The reserves rase from their 
(Hcvioos record <rfS84.6 billion m 
tdsy and S72.2 trillioo in June 
1991, the bank said in a statement 
Satu^y. 

It aitribnted the rise mamly to 
recent ap(»eciation of the mark 
and yen against the U.S. dollar, 
wfaicfa inflateg the value of the 
reserves when expressed in U.S. 
doUm 

The resoves were also boosted 
by increased interest income after 
die bank shifted some of the 
funds into new investment vefai- 
des to masdfflise its return, h 
said. 

Tkiwan bolds about 55 per cent 
of die reserves in the form of 
securities issued by foreign gov- 
ernments and institutions, and 
the rest as bank deposits. It was 
the Uggest Arian btqrer of U.S. 
government securities in the first 
quarter of 1992. 


About a diird are held in the 
United States, a dnrd in Europe 
and the rest in J^an and other 
countries.

Million British 
households suffer 
‘negative equity’ 


LONDON (R) ^ Up to one 
million British homes may be 
worth less tiian the value of tbe 
mortgage tbe owners took out to 
buy them, the Bank of England 
said in a report Monday. 

Tbe problem, known as "nega- 
tive equity,” has been wifely 
blamed for keeping the residen- 
tial property market in tbe dol- 
drums and harming consumer 
confidence and the economy. 

The bank’s re(}ort, released 
ahead of its quarterly eooncwuc 
bulletin, suggested that, by the 
second quarter of 1992, 876,000 
households suffered negative 
Muity. Riring mortgage arrears 
lift the figure to one million. 

The figures mean one in 10 
British homeowners now have 
mor^a^ loans are higher dian 
the value of their bouse. The 
bank’s estimates of households 
sufrering negative equi^ are low- 
er than the 13 million figure 
suggested in a recent report by 
merdiant bank Mor^n Grenfell.

Tbe rooble is not freely con- 
vertible on world markets, 
altbougji it is cunentiy trading at 
around 160 roubles per dollar on 
Moscow's small-scale current 
exchange. 

It is still used in most of the 
former Soviet Union, ahhoogh 
tfe Baltic state of Estonia aban- 
doned tbe rouble and introduced 
tee krorai in June. 

Other repnUies have brought 
in parallel curreudes like tee 
manat, but these are still linked 
to tee rouble and can be swaj^xx!

currencies. 

Ukraine has been at the fore- 
front of the countries racing to 
damp tbe rouble. Russia's big 
Slav neighbour introduced a 
reuseable coupon earlier this 
year, promising to xepl^.. tee 
rouble with a new hrivnya. curren- 
cy later.

The Organisation for Econo- 
mic Cooperation and Develop- 
ment (OECD) said recently that 
a slump in trade will lead to a 
drop- ra 15 to 20 per cent in the 
economic output of the Common- 
wealth of Independent States 
(CIS) in 1992, on top of a fall of 
18 per cent last year. 

Production in most republics of 
the fonner Soviet Union could 
slide by 20 to 30 per cent, tbe 
OECD said in its semi-annual 
economic outlook. 

Even Rnsria, though better 
placed than other states because 
of its siae and tee make-up of its 
trade, could suffer an out^t de- 
cline exceeding 10 per cent. 

The OECD, an economic 
teink-tank for industrial states, 
said there was a serious risk that 
the break-up of the Soviet Union 
could cause trade among tbe suc- 
cessor states to halve this year.

China gives 
new autonomy 
to state 
enterprises 

PEKING (Rj — China has issued 
a new law aimed at pushing loss- 
making state butinesses to take 
responsibility for their perform- 
ance and gear production to the* 
marketplace, tbe official News 
China News Agency has said. 

Diplomats said the new law 
was in keeping with the current 
economic reform drive led by 
veteran leader Deng Xiaoping — 
a pragmatic, often dramatic 
rethinking of tile economy which 
adopts Western-style market 
theories. 

The law gave state enterpri^ 
free rein to enga^ in foreign 
trade, tbe agency s^. Up to now 
tbe government has stipulated 
which enterprises can conduct 
overseas trade in an effort to 
maintain control over hard cur- 
rency reserves. 

Under the new law. “Chinese 
enterorises wiU enj^ full_oper- 
aiional''’aut<%omy in T4 areas, 
including imports and exports, 
investments. labour, employ- 
ment. pricing, marketing and 
the right to reject any apportion- 
ment of manpower, foods and 
materials,”’ the agency said. 

It described the law as “a 
major even in tee industrial re- 
form effort, and in ecoDomlc 
restructuring as a whole.” 

Managers would be responsible 
for tee efficiency of their enter- 
prises, the agency said.

Georgian factions disengage 
but ceasefire remains shaky

SUKHUMI. Georgia (R) — 
Geor^an and Abkh^an leaden 
puOed oot dieir rival foim from 
the centre of battle-scarred 
Snkhtiini Sunday bat ^radic 
ganfire rang out desfnte a cease- 
fire accord. 

Fighters from both sides disen- 
gaged in an attempt to end three 
days of Siting which has t^ed 
more than 20 people. 

Abkhazian interior hGnister 
Alexander. Ankvab described 
Saturday’s truce as a first step 
towards ending the conflict. 

**We have deckled to separate 
the rival forces , hnmemately. 
This decision will g^ us tte 
dianoe to go on with further 
talks.” he told Reuters. 

The crisis in Abkhazia, a 
brealmway region of western 
Geor^a, is the worst to confront 
former Soviet Foreign ^nister 
^najd Shevardnadze since he 
took over the Georgian lead- 
ership in March. 

Russia said Saturday it was 
sending paratroops to AUdiazia 
to protect milita^ facilities and 
evacuate Russians. 

The leader of die breakaway 
Che^en Republic in southern 
Russia condemned Georgiaif 
“aggression” in Abkhazia and 


placed bis own forces on frill 
akn. ITAR-TASS News Agency 
reported. 

Top Georgian and Abkhazian 
officials renewed talks in a house 
in the south of Sukhumi, the 
Abkhazian cafHta!, as tb^ forces 
withdrew from the centre in 
opposite directioDS to create a 
buffer zone' of some four 
kUometres. 

But isolated bursts of machipe- 
gnn fire echoed across tiie dty. 
where Georgian patrols were 
stopping local cars in an apparent 
seuch tor arms. 

In one incident, I witnessed a 
patrol pursue a white Vdga, shoot 
out its tyres with KaLuhnikov 
rifles and kill the driver with a 
shot from 20 metres. 

At a Sokbumi sanatorium for 
vacationing Commonwealth 
scrfdieis, located near the scene of 
the fiercest fighting in past days, 
there were puddles of blood, 
smashed windows, traces of mor- 
tar bombs and the corpses of two 
elderly men. 

*Tt was really terrible. We were 
indlng fr>r more than two days 
with Abkhazians and Georgians 
fighting over us,” said Tatyana

An army captain, Vasily, said:

Offidals at ^ sanatorium said

evacuated by sea to the nearby 
Black Sea resort of Sochi in 
southern' Russia.

“We most play for time, and 
wah until support comes from 
north Caucasian forces and Rus- 
sian Cossacks,” said Alexande r 
Achba, an ethnic Abkhazian and 
member of the local parlia- 
ment. 

He appeared to be referring to 
the Caucasian forces of Qiedten 
leader Dzhokhar Dudayev, a sup- 
porter of ousted Geoi^an Presi- 
dent and sworn Shevardnadre foe 
Zviad Gamsafchordia. 


Abkhazia effectively declared 
independence last month mth a 
parliamentary vote restoring a 
1925 constitution. Bnt Georgia 
declared the decision Olegal. 

In the Geor^an capital Tlrilia, 
Mr. Shevardnadze rejected 
accusations that his for^ had 
“invaded” Abkhazia, where 
ethnic Abkhasians make up only 
about a quarter of the population 
and are outniunbered by Gm- 
gians. 

Georgian television quoted 
him as saying the troops were 
protecting the region from *i)an- 
ditry” and were on their own 
territory.

CIA chief: North poisoned by Soviet nuclear legacy 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska (R) ^ 
Four decades of cold war and a 
ruthless pursuit of nudear super- 
iority threaten to turn the Arctic 
into a sewer for poisonous 
wastes. Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) Director Robert 
Gates said. 

At a special field hearing of the 
U.S. Senate Int^l^ence Com- 
mittee, Mr. Gates outlined re- 
ports of oontanunation from the 
fbnner Soviet Union’s nuclear 
weapons-making and testing 
programmes, nuclear power 
plants and 130 “peaceful” nudear 
blasting used for mines and other 


industrial sites. 

“The former Soviet Union’s 
attitude towards safety and hand- 
ling of radioactive materials was, 
to say the least, ladcadaisical 
from the very beginning of its 
nndear programme,” he said. 

The worst practices, be said, 
were probably ?.t Chelyabinsk, a 
plutonium production site in 
soutii central Rnsria where waste 
was dumped directly into the 
Tedia River nntil 1951 and into 
Lake Karachay into the 1960s. 

Although far firom the Arctic, 
Chelyabinsk and other rites have 
contaminated the north, he said. 


Mr. Gates said he has ordered 
the CIA to assemble a team of 
sdentists with swurity dearance 
to release intelligence informa- 
tion deemed for environmental 
deannps. They plan to use en- 
hanced satellite imagery to track 
Arctic pollution. 

Asristant Secret^ of State 
Curtis Brtiilen sdd U.S. and 
Alaska state researchers plan to 
start cooperative research prog- 
rammes with Russian sdentists 
next year. 

Joint Russian-Norwegian 
teams are already working to 
sam|^ water in the Barents and 


Kara Seas, said Bohlen, who is in 
charge of the department's 
Ocetm, Intemationd Environ- 
mental and Sdentific Affairs.

Geneticist tipped forCongo president 

BRAZZAVILLE (R) — Voters went to the polls Sunday for the 
second round of Congo’s preridential elections, mtb a genetidst 
tipped as hot fevquritS for the jmt. Pas^ Lissonba, a 61-year-old 
scientist and foiiner prime nunister, has been confident of victory 
since winning the backing of tite former ringle party, the 
Con^lese L^ur Party (P(^ earlier this week. The PCTs own 
candidate, incombent Presid^ Denis Sa^u-Ngoessou, was 
defeated m last month’s first roond. The PCT allied itself wi& Mr. 
lissonba, who won just under 36 per cent last time. Mr. 
Lissonba's rival Bernard Kolelas, who notched 20 per cent in the 
round, has won the support of another elimiruUed candidate 
— transitional Prime Kfimster Andre Milongo. But that is 
nitlikely to be enou^ to push him past kfr. Lissonba, whose 
Pan-African Union for Soda! Democracy (UP ADS) emerged as 
the biggest party in parliamentary polls last month. Mr. Milongo 
lashed out at tte FCT-LUsouba alliance this week, saying both 
rides were determined to destroy the adiievements tite national 
pro-democracy conference whidi laid the groundwOTk for these 
elections last year.
